I>etroit, Mich., Dec. 10.—"We are 


here fox; mutual profit—to get thor- 
oughly aroused over this question of 
reciprocity, so that we can go home 
and do some effective work to bring 
about the reciprocal relations that we 
want," said N. C. Staver, of Chicago, 
as he took charge of the national re- 
ciprocity convention in the Hotel 


after it had been 
Cadillac

called to order. 


There were present nearly 100 dele- 


gates 
from 
the northern tier of 


states and several from Canada when 
F. D. Smith, of Detroit, president of 
the Detroit chamber of commerce, 
called 
the 
convention to 
order. 


Mayor Maybury welcomed the dele- 
gates to the convention. 


CHAIRMAN'S REMARKS. 


H. C. Staver, of Chicago, chairman 


of the board of directors of the na- 
tional reciprocity league, was then 
introduced as the presiding officer of 
the 
different 
sessions. 
"We are 


here," he said, "for the purpose of 
broadening the knowledge 
of the 


people on the subject of reciprocity. 
I have no doubt that tbe manufac- 
turers 
and the merchants of this 


country with the exception of a x-ery 
few believe in reciprocity. And I 
also have no doubt that when the 
farming community and the public 
generally get n. further knowledge of 
reciprocity they, too, will be almost 
unanimously in favor of it." 


Discussing the effect of reciprocity, 


he said: "There may be a few fac- 
tories in a measure unfavorably af- 
fected by it, but that will be only 
temporary. They will shift, and ad- 
just their business and will learn to 
produce that for which reciprocity 
will give them a market. We want 
to put forth an effort here that will 
be felt from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. 
I am especially glad to see 


the Canadian delegates present and 
v.'o oiir^l't to lioar from them on the 
floor of the convention.'' 


AN IOWA MAN. 


Chairman Staver then, called to the 


platform Judge Nathaniel French, of 
Davenport, Iowa, who said: "One of 
our main objects as reciprocity ad- 
vocates must be to educate the peo- 
ple so that they will have correct 
ideas as to wealth and commerce, 
nnd another is to bring out expres- 
sions of opinion. Unless we bring 
out these expressions of opinion and 
bring them out in a way that will 
make them known and felt in con- 
gress our desires will be ignored 
until doomsday. I believe that a ma- 
•*oritv of nnv pnn°TPSsmcn 
would 


rather be right than be beaten, and 
the minute they know what the peo- 
ple want wo will find all of them 
trying to be right." 


OUTGROWTH OF PROTECTION. 
Eugene Hay, of Minneapolis,' the 


next speaker, said that he had been 
a protectionist for twenty-five years, 
and said he: "I believe that re- 
ciprocity is but the natural outcome 
of protection. I believe that we have 
protected the home market until our 
industries have become international 
and we should 
seek for them the 


markets of the world. This recip- 
rocal trade 
relations 
will 
bring 


about." 


Turning to Canadian reciprocity, 


Mr. Hay said: "I am unable to see 
why there should be any tariff be- 
txveen the United States and Canada. 
Nothing would contribute so much 
to the prosperity of Minneapolis and 
the state of Minnesota as free trade 
relations with Canada." 


Mr. Hay urged that concerted ef- 


fort to bring this about be made by 
all the border states. 


Chairman Staver then 
appointed 


the following committee oil resolu- 
tions: 
Judge Nathaniel 
French, 


Davenport, Iowa; E. N. Foss, Boston; 
C. H. Deere, Moline, 111.; Eugene 
Hay, Minneapolis; Maurice N. Price, 
Buffalo. 


It was the sense of the meeting 


that any resolutions to be considered 
by the conference should first be sub- 
mitted to the committee. The morn- 
ing' session adjourned at noon. 


GOVERNOR CUMMINS SPEAKS. 
At the Afternoon session Gov. A. 


B. Cummins spoke on. ''Reciprocity 
nnd the Tariff." He said: 


"There is a .spirit abroad in some 


quarters which condemns a reciprocal 
treaty without regard to the advant- 
age it tenders, if it be found that 
any home industry, however insig- 
nificant, may be injuriously affected 
by it. If this spirit is to continue, 


to prevail, reciprocity may as 
be abandoned and tho country 


bio protective tariff, and the dis- 
astrous consequences of absolute free 
trade. 


"Little or nothing can be accom- 


plished until we are willing to ap- 
proach tariff schedules in precisely 
the same spirit that we approach 
any 
other 
subject 
of 
legisla- 


tion. 
So long as the controlling 


minds of congress insist that the 
welfare of the country demands that 
the tariff be let alone, there is no 
hope for practical or substantial reci- 
procity. 


"There are many ardent advocates 


for reciprocity who believe that tariff 
schedules should be changed only 
through reciprocal treaties. 
I am 


not on« of them. 
It seems to me 


manifest that a prerequisite to any 
material or important reciprocal tar- 
iff is a willingness to adjust when- 
ever fnirly requested, our exclusive 
tariff to the conditions of the times. 
Reciprocity will never win its way 
iff to the conditions of the times. 
be condemned under impartial inves- 
until we shall be willing to treat the 
tariff rationally instead of hysterical- 
ly, and the first step in the process 
is to be willing to make such changes 
as from time to time may be neces- 
sary to bring tariff schedules into 
harmony with the principle which 
vindicates their existence.

Venezuela's Sea Power Now in 


Possession of Germany 


and Britain, 


PEACEFUL BLOCKADE IS ON 


Ultimatum Presented to Ven- 


ezuela With Brief Time 


to Make Answer, 


Caracas, Venesuela, Tuesday, Dec. 


9.—At 4 o'clock this afternoon the 
combined German and British, fleet 
seized and towed outside the harbor 
of La Guaira all the vessels which 
were then there. 
These were the 


war-ships General Crespo, Totumo. 
Ossun and Margarita. 
The 
ships 


were manned by 390 men. 


The news of the capture of the 


warships is not yet generally known 
in the capital. Great excitement un- 
doubtedly will prevail when it Is 
announced. 


COMPLIANCE DEMANDED, 


Caracas, Dec. 10. — It is said on 


good authority that the captain, of 
the British cruiser Retribution yes- 
terday afternoon 
sent 
n special 


courier from La Guaira to Caracas 
with an ultimatum for compliancs 
with the note deposited yesterday 
by tli2 British And German minis- 
ters at the home of the foreign min- 
ister before their departure 
from 


Caracas. It is said the ultimatum 
gives a maximum of 
forty-eight 


hours in which Venezuela is to ac- 
cede. The note, it is said, requests 
the immediate cath payment of $34,- 
000 each to Great Britain and Ger- 
many and for the 
settlement or 


claims arising from past revolutions 
by a mixed tribunal, the same as tlie 
lust agreement made with France. 


It is also said that the British 


minister at the last moment failed 
to present claims, except for $40,- 
000, but his claim is not duly sup 
ported by legal documents and facts 
and is considered absurd.

SENT A STILL ALARM.

On their ar- 
rival at Caracas there will be a nor- 
mal resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


SITUATION CRITICAL. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The state 


department has been advised that a 
"peaceful blockade" exists at 
La 


Guira, which is the port of Caracas, 
the capital of Venezuela. 
The dif- 


ference between this state and a 
state of war is not very strongly 
marked, 
except in the opportunity 


afforded by the peaceful blockade to 
effect a settlement without recourse 
to actual bloodshed. The situation 
is here regarded as critical. 


NO OFFICIAL INFORMATION. 


London, Dec. 10.—7:20 p. m.—In 


response to an inquiry made at the 
foreign oflice a representative of the 
Associated Press was informed that 
up to 7 o'clock this evening no in- 
formation of an official character had 
been received from Venezuela, every- 
thing being left to the commander of

INFORMATION LACKING. 


London, Dee. 10.—In the house of 


commons today Under Foreign Sec- 
retary Cranborne said the govern- 
ment had no official information of 
the .seizure by the Venezuelans of 
200 British and German subjects or 
of the seizure of Venezuelan war- 
ships by the fleets of Great Britain 
and Germany. 


Lord Cranborne added that the 


British claims which necessitated co- 
ercion would be fully disclosed by 
papers to be laid before the house. 
They included a demand for com- 
pensation for interference with trad- 
ing1 vessels, the imprisonment and 
ill treatment of British subjects, and 
tho destruction of their 
property. 


The under secretary asserted that the 
government would follow precedent 
in the 
enforcement 
of analogous 


claims. 


Replying to Mr. Bryce,

Lord Cranborne said the British min- 
ister at Caracas had been instructed 
to wait twenty-four hours after the 
presentation of the ultimatum, and 
failing a reply, 
to proceed to La 


Guaira, where he was to wait an- 
other twenty-four hours on board a 
British ship. That period 
expired 


last night. 
Unless 
in the mean- 


time a concession had been received, 
it was necessary for his majesty's 
government to take forcible action. 
The government had not yet been 
informed that such action had been 
taken.

Hudson miner, who told the same 
story that dozens of others have told, 
to tho effect that he was not given 
back his old place in the mine, but 
was placed at work in a more un- 
desirable part of the colliery. 
On 


cross-examination he denied that the 
minors boycotted certain breasts or 
chambers by marking a half moon on 
the place, thus notifying other work- 
ers of tho boycott. 


WILL PILE UP EVIDENCE. 
The miners, through Mr. Darrow, 


announced at this point that they are 
prepared to pile up cumulative evi- 
dence OH their claim that members 
of the union are being discriminated 
against by the companies, but they 
did not wish to take up the time of 
tho commission. Mr. Darrow asked 
that in case the companies, when 
they present their side of the con- 
troversy, piled up cumulative evi- 
dence 
on this point 
if the union 


could put on more witnesses on the 
same line of evidence. 


Mr. Torrey, for the Delaware and 


Hudson, said that 
company had a 


largu number of witnesses to testify 
on tho violence phase of the case, 
which has a direct bearing on the 
recognition of the union. Chairman 
Gray, in reply, btiiu that He hoped 
both sides would do the best they 
can not to produce too much cumula- 
tive evidence, and concluded by say- 
ing: 


I think that matters growing out 


of the mere exhibition of feeling 
will not have much weight with this 
commission." 


SCHOOL LIFE BRIEF. 


G. W. Phillips, city superintendent 


of the public schools of Scranton, 
was then called to the witness stand. 
Superintendent Phillips in his testi- 
mony showed that children of mine- 
workers leave the schools 
earlier 


than the children of parents engaged 
in other occupations. 


The superintendent concluded his 


testimony by saying that the condi- 
tions, so far as children attending 
school is 
concerned, is better in 


Scranton than in other parts of the 
anthracite fields- 


John Archbald, of Hazelton, who is 


sixty-five years old, and says he has 
worked in and about the mines fifty- 
five years, was called. He said that 
some of the miners employed in the 
Lehigh Valley mines where he works 
receive only 
a dollar a day. 
He 


could not give the names of any of 
the miners. 


CAUSED A SENSATION. 


After Superintendent of Schools in 


Lackawanna 
County J. C. Tnylo' 


and Superintendent of Schools M. W. 
Cummings, of the borough of Oly- 
phant, had told the commission that 
27 1-3 per cent, of the children in 
the mining region were out of school, 
a sensation was caused by the testi- 
mony of John Early, a check weigh- 
man employed at the Gypsy Grove 
colliery of the Erie company, who 
was president of the Gypsy Grove 
"local." Early said he was intro- 
duced to a former 
mine* foreman 


named Michael Grimes, in the Lack- 
awanna 
Valley 
hotel, 
Scranton. 


Early and a miner named O'Hara, 
who was 
also president of a local 


union were each offered $2,500 to 
get ten men to pass a resolution or- 
dering the men from the two locals 


which they 
represented, back to 


work. 


EARLY'S STORY. 


Early's story is as follows: 
He met Grimes in the hotel 


through 
another 
person. In the 


course of conversation Grimes asked 
him how he stood in politics. Early 
replied that he had not made up his 
mind, and Grimes said that being 
president of a local union he had a 
good deal of influence among 
his 


friends in Dunmore and that if he 
worked for "William Connell for con- 
gress he would give him $1,000. 
This was on September 23. 


After Grimes 
made the $1,000 


proposition, Early continued, Grimes 
said: 


;How about the strike, don't you 


think the men are weakening?" to 
which Early 
replied 
that he did 


think they were wavering just a U,t- 
tle. Grimes then told him that ho 
knew a break was coming in 
the 


ranks of the 
men and that they 


would be defeated. 
Grimes recog- 


nized that the men had grievances 
and that they had put up a good 
fight, and as long as they were go- 
ing to be defeated by the operators, 
Early ought to get something out ot 
it. 


THE PROPOSITION. 


Grimes then made this proposi- 


tion: 


If Early would get ten men to 


have a resolution passed by his local 
Grimes would 
give 
nine of them. 


$100 each, the tenth man $200, and 
Early $2,500 and all expenses nec- 
essary to carry out the scheme. Ha 
further added that Early need not 
apply for work for three months and 
that he then would be given a fore- 
man's position. 
During the three 


months his expenses were to be paid, 
there would be no trouble in get- 
ting a mine foreman's certificate, as 
the companies controlled the boards 
that issund thorn. 


Later on, during tho conversation, 


Grimes amended his proposition by 
offering to give two of the ten men. 
$200 each, and at the same time of- 
fered Early $10 for current expenses. 
Early refused the money and told 
Grimes he 
would see him. later. 


Early reported the matter to District 
President Nicholls, of the miners' 
union, and it was decided to see how 
far the bribery scheme would 
b« 


carried. 


A WHOLESALE PLAN. 


Another 
meeting 
was arranged 


and as Grimes had spoken of having 
approached P. F. O'Hara, the lattei. 
went along. 
The same proposition 


was made to O'Hara. 
The sama 


night there was to be a joint meet- 
ing of all the locals in the vicinity 
of Dunmore, 
and Grimes wanted 


them to pass the resolution that 
night, but the two presidents could, 
not see their 
way clear to do it. 


Grimes then proposed that they sizo 
up the men in the meeting, get 
thirty of them, interested and if the! 
resolution 
was passed 
the thirty 


would each receive $200. 


Early went on to say that tha 


ministers in the vicinity were to be 
approached, but they were not to 
get as much as the miners for break- 
ing the strike. President Nicholls, 
he said, then gave out a public state-' 
meut in which he intimated bribery 
was being resorted to in order to 
break the strike and the whole thing 
fell through. 


Grimes wanted Early to help him 


out of the fix, but Early would have 
nothing to do with him. 
The story 


held the attention of the commis- 
sioners and the spectators, and, aft- 
er Early had concluded none of the 
lawyers would cross-examine him. 
Early then explained 
some griev- 


ances affecting the accuracy of th« 
scales at the colliery he worked and 
at 12:30 a recess was taken.

other- country upon our exports. I 
am unalterably opposed to readjust- 
ment for light or trivial reasons. 
Changes should not be made unless 
it shall be clear that duties are too 
high or too low. 
Tariff schedules, 


like all other laws, are to be made, 
unmade and remade, according to the 
public needs; and w« are not to be 
warned off by the cry that we are on 
holy ground and that the sacred 
vestments of the priests are not to be 
touched by profane hands. 


"There are duties, notably in the 


iron and steel schedule, although not 
confined to it, which are absolutely 
•indefensible, which no man will ever 
attempt to defend, and which are as 
much at war with the real object of 
protection as free trade itself. They 
can greatly be reduced nnd still the 
American manufacturer will occupy 
the whole American market, pay the 
highest American wages and be re- 
warded with an ample American 
profit; and therefore they ought to 
be reduced, not years hence, but now. 
There are materials which our experi- 
ence has shown us should be ad- 
mitted free, 
simply because they 


would give our people more work to 
do in preparing them for their ulti- 
mate uses, and it should be done not 
years hence, but now. 


NEW LAW UNNECESSARY. 


"It is said that in order to change 


any schedule or any part, of any 
schedule, the whole tariff must be 
taken up and revised, the work of 
years discarded, and a new law sub- 
stituted. I deny tha proposition. It 
is the unworthy shelter of two di- 
visions in the army of opposition; 
first, those who want to perpetuate 
something which they know would 
to paralyze the mind of inquiry when 
titration, and, second, the timid souls 
who would rather not vote at all 
than vote right or wrong. I, for one, 
have stood too long and too often 
before the people of my country, de- 
fending the principle of protection, 
to admit that the schedules which 
carry it into execution are the results 
of a miserable and contemptible bar- 
ter and exchange among tho special 
representatives of industrial 
inter- 


ests. 


"Why should wo not approach tho 


consideration of a change in tho tar- 
iff schedules in precisely the same 
spirit that controls us as we ap- 
proach all other modifications in ex- 
.sting statutes? Why should we not 
banish forever this apparition of im- 
aginary power, perpetually invoked 
to piiralyae the mhiil of jiiuiry wlita 
it turns toward tariff dutlesP 
Our 


motto should be, fair in everything, 
fear in nothing. 


CALLS IT A SLANDEB. 


"It is a slander upon the funda- 


mental truths of the world to say 
that the prosperity of tho people has 
ever been or can ever be impaired by 
doing what is right and just and 
fair. 
What evidence is there to sus- 


tain the assertion that a correction 
of the grossly excessive duties would 
hasten the day of extreme commer- 
cial activity to a close P None what- 
ever, save the cries of those who 
want to be let alone, but who ought 
not to be let alone, repeated by a co- 
terie of statesmen who have become 
imbued with the calm philosophy of 
the citizen of Arkansas who refused 
to mend his roof in dry weather be- 
cause it was unnecessary, and did 
not mend it when it rained, because 
it was impossible. 


"We, who believe that the time 


has come in which to make certain 
changes, are in favor of no modifi- 
cation that 
will admit, 
except 


through fair reciprocity which will 
increase rather than diminish 
the 


work to be done in this country 
a 


single dollar of imported commodi- 
ties. We do not favor the reduction 
of any schedule below the point at 
which the American manufacturer 
can, 
if he will, monopolize the whole 


American market at a fair 
price. 


We stand for tariff duties so adjust- 
ed that the 
potential 
competition 


from other countries will prevent 
producers 
at home from exacting 


more than a just 
and reasonable 


price for what they produce. 


MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS. 
"We must either approve or dis- 


approve the doctrine of reciprocity 
upon, the assumption that any treaty 
or bargain which carries it into effect 
will be advantageous 
to both the 


high' contracting parties, and that 
both will receive from it those bene- 
fits which it promises. We must as- 


•um« that any Buck tre«tie» or bar- 
gain will h»v« : til* effect. of .admit- 
ting to the United Statea,competitive 
commodities upon better terms than 
theretofore they received; that is to 
say, upon such terms as will enable 
the foreign producer to at least fairly 
compete with'the home producer, and 
therefore it is not Only provable but 
reasonably certain that any such 
arrangement will result in diminish- 
in the output of the home producers 
in those things upon which our duty 
is reduced or removed. It will help 
us to look this proposition in the 
eyes. The time has gone by when 
we can satisfy 
ourselves 
or 
the 


people with mellifluous phrases con- 
cerning reciprocity. If it is intended 
to employ the doctrine only in those 
instances in .which we can get some- 
thing and give nothing, it is but an 
idle dream and 
we might as well 


eliminate 
the word from 
our plat- 


form and expunge it from the lit- 
erature of political economy. 


It is possible that the superior 


sagacity of the American diplomat 
might occasionally commit larceny 
of that character, but if it were con- 
sciously done, it would be a stain 
upon 
the honor of lie American 


name, and when understood would 
meet the swift and emphatic con- 
demnation of the American citizen. 


WOULD INJUBE SOME. 


"The conclusion is inevitable that 


in the great majority of cases a reci- 
procal treaty respecting competitive 
commodities would interfere and in- 
jure some home 
producer or pro- 


ducers; and if that fact be a bar to 
the operation of the principle, let us 
at once abandon it. I, for one, how- 
ever,am willing to be counted among 
the ranks of those who believe that 
this consequence is not a bar, and 
that grent public policies should not 
be viewed from so narrow and illib- 
eral a standpoint. 
The purpose of 


any such treaty on our part would 
be to open up a new market or en- 
large ono already discovered for our 
product, and if those who are charg- 
ed with the responsibility of making 
in our behalf, 
a commercial trade, 


are of the opinion that, on the whole, 
the market thus opened up or en- 
larged to us will take more of our 
products, measured by the labor re- 
quired to produce them,than the new 
competition admitted to our shores 
will obliterate, then we should make 
the trade. 


IS UP'TO THE PEOPLE. 


"Whenever the people take up the 


subject; 
congress will take it up 


also; and whenever the people pass 
upon it, congress will register the 
decree. Localized interests may pre- 
vail when the people are quiescent; 
but they cannot ride the storm of pub- 
lic agitation and anger. Every stu- 
dent of the subject knows that we 
can make a treaty with Canada that 
will give us more work to do in the 
United States than we have now, and 
the time will, come when the adop- 
tion of any such treaty will depend 
not upon the will of any state or of 
any district, but upon the central- 
ized, unselfish, righteous will of all 
the states, exercised for the welfare 
of all the people. 


"The 
protective 
policy 
of the 


United States is impregnable against 
the assaults of its enemies, and if the 
citadel ever falls it will bo because 
its friends sleep while the world is 
awake; it will be because its friends 
make its excesses and perversions 
so obnoxious that they obscure the 
righteousness and the glory of the 
principle itself."

Judge Celebrated in 


Washington, 


PRESIDENT PAYS TRIBUTE 


Justice Harlan Lauds Legal 


System of Country as 


World's Best, 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The dinner 


by the bar of the supreme court of 
the "United States at the Hew Wil- 
lard hotel last night to Justice John 
Marshall Harlan,' in recognition of 
the completion of twenty-five years 
ef service on the bench of the su- 
preme court, was a brilliant func- 
tion. 


In. the absence of Attorney General 


Knox, Wayne MacVeagh presided. 
When the guests had been seated 
grace was said by the Bev. Bichard 
D. Harlan, of Lake Forest, 111., eld- 
est son of the justice, who had come 
to Washington especially for the oc- 
casion. Justice Harlan was in his 
happiest mood and gave every evi- 
dence of his appreciation ef 
the 


honor bestowed on him. 
His two 


other sons, James S. Harlan, chief 
justice of Porto Bico, and John May- 
nard Harlan. pf Chicago, also were 
present, while Mm and Hiss Har- 
lan and a host of. friends were In- 
terested spectators in the gallery. 


GBEETS JUSTICE WARMLY. 
Interest in the banquet outside of 


Justice Harlan 
centered in Presi- 


dent Roosevelt. His arrival shortly 
after 9:30 o'clock was the signal for 
an outburst of applause. The presi- 
dent warmly congratulated Justice 
Harlan, grasping 'him by both hands 
before taking his seat. At the close 
of the banquet Mr. MacVeagh in- 
troduced the president, who spoke 
in part as follow*: 


The man to be a great statesman 


on the bench of the supreme court 
must have many qualities, and for- 
tunate are we that this evening we 
can point to Justice Harlan as em- 
bodying them. The art of success- 
ful self-government is not an easy 
art for people or for individuals. It 
comes to our people here as the in- 
heritance of ages of effort.' It can be 
thrown away; it can be unlearned 
very easily and it will surely be un- 
learned U w« forget the vital uavd 
not merely of preaching, but of 
practicing both set* of virtues—if 
we forget the vital need of hav- 
ing the average citizen not only a 
good man, but a man. 


DOBS DUTY AS CITIZEN. 


It is a fine thing to have on the 


supreme court a man who dared ven- 
ture all for the great price of death 
In battle when the country called for 
him and .then after the war was 
closed continued to do his duty a* a 
citizen all the better because he had 
done it as a soldier; the man who 
remembered that duty done, to be of 
practical us*, must serve not as an 
excuse for aot doing further duty, 
but as an incentive, as a spur, to 
make Mm 
feel ashamed . that his 


present' or bis future fall short ef 
his past. 
Judge Harlan, I greet you personal- 
ly, sir. I wish to express my own 
personal debt to you, for your in- 
fluence, for your example, but I wish 
far more, speaking as the represen- 
tative of all our people, to express 
the infinite sense of obligation 
we 


have to you for having shown by 
your life what the type of tearleva 
American citizenship should be. 


HABLAN PBAISB8 SYSTEM. 
As the president took his aeat Mr. 


MacVeagh introduced Justice Har- 
lan. The cheering was so prolonged 
that it was some time before the jus- 
tice could speak. He said in part: 


I have always been deeply sensi- 


ble of the awful responsibility rest- 
ing on every member of the supreme 
court, whose power for good or evil 
scarcely can be exaggerated. But I 
rejoice that in the judgment of 
America it has steadily held the 
country in the path of safety, »o that 
today our people believe that the 
preservation of the union, under the 
constitution, is the surest guaran- 
tee of liberty regulated by law as 
well as of the success of all move- 
ments and all policies demanded by 
the common goad. 


There la abundant reason to be- 


lieve that the people confide in its 
patriotism, 
ita Integrity 
and its 


learning and have an abiding faith 
that no 'permanent or irreparable 
harm will come U the • republic by 
any action the supreme court will 
•ver take. In the' early history of 
the country some feared that the su- 
preme court, exerting the enormous 
power conferred on it, ultimately 
might 
so change our form of gov- 


ernment as to destroy or* endanger 
the •acential right* of the states and 
imperil those fundamental rights 
of life, liberty and property which 
belong to free men. 
Few, if any, 


now entertain such apprehensions, 
and no American lawyer now ques- 
tion* the supremacy of the constitu- 
tion in respect of every subject trans- 
mitted to the national government 
or the wisdom of the provision made; 


for.lt* final interpretation or the ab- 
solute necessity of the maintenance 
of our llbertie*, that all the rightful 
powers of the states be preserved and 
respected..

The 
gas 
question 
was 
fairly 


brought before the council early in 
the session by Councilman Figel, 
of the Ninth ward, who Introduced 
the following motion t 


The common council in 
April, 


1902, entered into a contract with 
the Fort Wayne 
Gas company 


granting 
additional rights and 


privileges to it for the period of 
three years. 
In consideration of 


such grant the said gas company 
obligated itself to furnish a suf- 
ficient amount of gas to its con- 
sumers or grant a rebate, nnd to 
that end, agreed that it would de- 
velop new gas fields nnd install ad- 
ditional pumps and machinery to 
bring the gas into the city. This 
the gas company says it has done; 
that it has spent money in excess 
of amount provided in contract, 
and that the failure is owing to di- 
minution of the gas supply from 
wells. 
During the latter part of 


last month nnd all of this month 
there has been a deficiency in the 
supply and councilman have been 
asked for the reason. Charges are 
being made that tne company has 
not carried out its agreement with 
the city in this; that it has not 
made the efforts that it. obligated 
itself to do. 
In order that this 


council may be advised in the mat- 
ter, may know to a degree of cer- 
tainty what the company has done 
in tho way of procuring an in- 
creased supply of gas or bettering 
its facilities for distributing it, I 
move that the mayor appoint a 
committee of five of the council to 
visit tho gas fields and pumping 
station of sold company and there 
find out the number of new wells 
that have been sunk during the 
past year, the extra pumping ma- 
chinery that has been installed, 
and make inquiry as to all matters 
and facts that will throw any light 
upon the condition of tho gas sup- 
ply as it now exists in Fort Wayne. 
And to the end that there may be 
no uncertainty as to information 
sought, I move that the committee 
be authorized to incur .any reason- 
able expense that may be found 
necessary in order to obtain it. 


POLICE TO REPORT. 


The motion was adopted nfter a 


lengthy discussion, but not l:e£ore

Government Knows Nothing of 


Fort Wayne Army Nurse . 


in Philippines, 


The United 
States government's 


bureau of insular affairs at Wash- 
ington can shed, no light upon the j 
case of Miss Hannah 
ITiehoff, the 


Fort Wayne young lady whose death 
while serving as an army nurse in 
the Philippines was announced some 
days ago. 


At the request of relatives United 


States Commissioner • T. J. Logan 
early in the present week telegraph- 
ed the war department asking that 
the i£mains of the young lady be 
forwarded 
to Fort Wayno. Today 


Mr. Logan received from J. Van- 
Ness Philip, assistant chief of the 
bureau of insular affairs at Wash- 
ington, the following: 


"This office has no knowledge of 


Miss Niehoff's 
employment in the 


service of tho Philippine 
govern- 


ment, nor has it been advised of her 
death, though it is the rule for re- 
ports of deaths of civil employes to 
be cabled. 
Should .information be 


received in the matter, you will be 
notified. 
If she died while in 
the 


employ of the civil government, her 
remains would be furnished trans- 
portation upon an army transport to 
San Francisco, unless her death oc- 
curred from Asiatic cholera, in which 
case the quarantine laws would pro- 
hibit the transportation of the re- 
mains." 


The information concerning Miss 


Niehoff's death came to friends in 
this city from a sister at Covington, 
Ky., though it in act knows through 
what channel it reached that point. 
It is regarded as possible either that 
the government's lack of informa- 
tion may bo due to tho fact that Hiss 
NlehofE may have retired from the 
government service previous to her 
death, or that the rumor of her deatli 
may have been an error.

new home of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, which from the magnitude of 
its financial operations and Its mighty 
Influence In business affairs is destined 
to become one of the notable building* 
of the world. 


The new Stock Exchange Is an Im- 


mense structure, a block In length, ex- 
teudlug from Broad street on wblc$ it 
fronts, to Nev street, and It is 138 feet 
in width. It has a height of. flve sto- 
ries, with a cornice. The effect of mag* 
nltude is enhanced by the architectural 
design of the building, for across it* 
front are six immense Corinthian col- 
umns, guarding, as it were, the grand 
portico and supporting n broad pedi- 
ment. All the exterior construction of 
the building Is of white Georgia mar- 
ble, and the interior is of white South 
Dover marble. 


Aside from the beauty and magni-
